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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


VENEZUELA'S Sorghum Import Demand May Increase. Venezuela's sorghum 
import demand will be stronger during 1987/88 and may expand to higher levels 
next year. A combination of a smaller domestic 1987 sorghum crop and 
increasing feed use will result in the need for imports to offset production 
shortfalls and to replenish stocks. With a ban on corn imports, and with a 
less preferential import duty rate for feed wheat and barley, sorghum is 
virtually the only grain available for animal rations. In the past several 
years, Venezuela's sorghum import needs have been fulfilled almost solely from 
the United States.

DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


JAPAN Will Not Reclassify Pork Imports. U.S. government officials 
have learned that Japanese Customs officials will not reclassify certain.- 
imported pork cuts--a move which could have been detrimental to U.S. pork 
exporters. Tokyo Customs officials originally indicated that they wanted to 
make pork trade conform to their interpretation of the regulations, but 
stressed that they were operating without instructions from the Japanese 
Ministry of Finance. However, it now appears that no changes will be made. 
The proposed reclassification may have ended the practice of combining various 
pork cuts to reduce the variable levy applied. 


Japanese pork imports are not subject to a quota, but come in under a 
tariff system that essentially operates as a variable levy. Import duties are 
minimized when importers combine differently priced cuts in such a way as to 
set the average price of the shipment at the "trigger level" of the variable 
levy system. Thus, because the landed import prices of loins and tenderloins, 
the most desirable cuts, are above the trigger level, importers balance the 
container with cheaper cuts, such as bellies, shoulders, hams and trimmings, 
to bring the combined price of the entire container down to the trigger level, 
thereby reducing the duty to be paid on the imported pork.

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U.S. government officials and the U.S. pork industry feared that the 
reclassification of these cuts would reduce U.S. pork sales volume to Japan. 
In 1987, the United States exported 19,882 tons tons of fresh, canned and 
preserved pork valued at slightly over $92 million to Japan. This was a 
62-percent increase over the 1986 quantity of U.S. pork exported to Japan. 


KKKKK 


Dairy Intervention Stocks Decline in EUROPEAN COMMUNITY. European 
Community (EC) butter intervention stocks have fallen 51 percent since last 


year. Public EC stocks are now at 681,399 tons Sees to USDA's uncommitted 
inventories of 66,270 tons. Reduced production of butter can be attributed to 


the tightening of the EC quota system. U.S. butter stocks have been more than 
halved from a year ago. Declining U.S. stocks may be attributed to many 
factors, including the Dairy Termination Program, declining dairy price 
Supports and increased levels of donations. 


KKKKK 


EUROPEAN COMMUNITY Lowers Butter Refunds. Export butter refunds have 
been lowered by 1.7 percent to a rate of $2,548 per ton, down from $2,591 per 
ton. The EC's attempts to control dairy stocks have been successful in 
strengthening offers for EC butter. Over the year, world butter price ranges 
have increased about 25 percent. 


TOBACCO 


CHINESE Tobacco Production Forecast Up Sharply in 1988. China's 
tobacco production for 1988 is forecast at 2.3] million tons, up 19 percent 
from 1987, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Beijing. 
Flue-cured tobacco accounts for about 85 percent of total production and has 
accounted for most of the change in output. Since 1986, the production of 
other types of tobacco has either not changed or increased only slightly. In 
1986 and 1987 flue-cured production was down due to poor weather, low prices 
and reduced plantings. To expand domestic supplies for 1988, the government 
has eased planting controls and increased prices by 30 percent by changing 
grading and price regulations. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


The U.S. dollar ended the week of April 4 up against most major 
currencies. After a small climb early in the week, the dollar closed Thursday 
only slightly stronger against the British pound. 


The British pound surged against the West German mark despite 
coordinated intervention by the Bank of England and the Bundesbank to slow its 


pace. The Exchequer's continued commitment to hold down inflation has made 
the pound popular among speculators.
